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Statement 


I am interested in exploring an art where the viewers’ participation in the 
visual experience is dependant upon a system of spatial relationships. This 
system considers 3 inherent spatial tensions: the artwork itself, the 
placement of the artwork within a given site, and the viewers’ role in the 


creation of meaning. 


I have attempted to address a system of spatial relationships by means 
of the deployment of printworks within a given site. Each panel of the 
installation is intended not to purely portray a pictorial space, but rather to 
act as a building block for the overall spatial construction. These building 
blocks are to be used to both reconstitute the architectural setting and to 
activate the viewers awareness of their potential as participants in the 


construction of a spatial experience. 


Placement of the panels determine the nature of the installation site. 
Decisions in arrangement directly affect the viewers’ perception and 
reading strategy of the work. Among all the installation sites, similarities 
undoubtedly exist as each work has been produced through the printmaking 
process which is inherently inclined towards repetition, systemization and 
modular construction. However, there also co-exists differences in spatial 
relationships due to factors such as: the numbers of panels, the deployment 


of panels within the architectural setting, and contrapuntal positioning. 


The viewers’ role is seen as one who articulates the interaction between 


the artwork, its setting and the viewing self. In this articulation, the viewer
